Reasons for Allowance 

Receipt of applicants' amendments and remarks filed September 4, 2007 are 
acknowledged. The amendments canceling all the rejected claims have been entered. 

The pending claims are allowable for reasons on the record. Particularly, the claims are 
drawn to method of a pro-pigmenting human superficial body growths in need of pro-pigmenting 
comprising applying DHEA, or precursor, or metabolic derivatives, as herein defined, to the 
human superficial growths. The prior art does not teach or suggest applying the DHEA 
compound to human superficial growths in need or pro-pigmenting. Particularly, while it is 
known that DHEA, and its metabolites or precursor, is known to be useful for its anti-aging 
properties associated with its capacity to promote epidermal keratinization and to promote hair 
growth, there is no teaching or suggestion from the prior art that the compounds are useful for 
particularly pro-pigmenting to those in need of.
